Fountain to ten years’ penal ser- 
vitude and Mrs. Bennett to 
e gh‘cen months’ imprisonment 
The boy was remanded for a 
medical report as to whether 
he was fit for Borstal treat 
ment, 


Defied Death Warning 


Sentencmg George Yates, ¢

HUSBAND 
WHO SHOT 
WIFE 


The question whether 
the estate of a wife pass- 
ed, under her will, to her 
husband or whether she 
died intestate after being 
‘shot by the husband, who 
immediately after took 
his own }ife, was decided 
in a summons in the 
Chancery Division before 
Mr. Justice Farwell, who 
held that there was an 
intestacy. 


The summons was taken out 
by the administrators of the will 
of Mrs, Eveline Morton Pollock, 
of Erchfont Manor, near Devizes, 
who died on June 11 Jast year 
from a wound caused by a re- 
volver bullet fired by her hus- 
band, Mr. Hamilton Rivers Pol- 
lock, who afterwards took — his 
own life, 

Mrs, Pollock's estate was 
valued at over £39,000 and her 
husband's at £16,625, 

Mr. Justice Farwell, giving 
judgment, said: “There Is no evi- 
dence to show what was the state 
of Mr. Pollock’s mind at the mo- 
ment his wife died. Where one 
person kills another, that person 
ix not entitled to participate in 
the estate of the person who hus 
been murdered. 

“Although the court could come 
to the conclusion that the hus-

STRANGE 
MALADY 


Allergy, a newcomer to 
the dictionary and to 
medical science, is really 
:&a iigw name for a malady 
as old as the hills. In 
greater or lesser degree, 
almost everybody is an 
allergic, the symptoms 
ranging all the way from 
a mild dislike for cats, 
down to a violent convul- 
sion induced by the pre- 


sence of flaxseed. 

For many years doctors were 
mystifed as to the reasons why a 
variety of apparently harmless 
things Hke came] balr, pollen, corn 
statch, chicken feathers, cosme- 
tics, and cats were capable of 
producing alarming — reuctions in 
certaln people. 

The asthmatic who was seized 
with gn sudden distressing spasm 
if w cat walked jnto the room was 
‘a familiar phenomenon, He wis 
also a true allergic. 

The strange malady opened up 
a big eld of investigation for 
medical researchers, and to-day 
the affliction is the subject of spe- 
cialisation by many = medicos 
ino all countries, 
specialist in America, Dr, Warner 
T. Vaughan, has just published the 
results of his lifetime study of 
allergy. He reveals some astonish- 
ing facts. 

Strange was the case of a child 
seized with a spasm while eating a 
breakfast cereal. Her lips and 
tungue began to swell, within a 
few minutes she was almost suf- 
focating, An injection of adrenalin 
quickly restored her. Cause 
the alarming attack was flaxseed 
in the cereal. 


Doctors Puzzled 


Puzzled were the doctors over 


out in a rash as soon us she went 
to bed. Investigation proved she 
was allergic to corn, and corn 
s*urch was used in laundering her 
bedlinen. Sleeping in unstarched 
sheets, the patient’s troubles dis- 
appeared. 

Conditions induced by thinga 
to which pegple are allergic 
include sick headaches, hay 
fever, asthma, diarrhgéa, 
stomach-ache, oedema (swell- 
Ing), and nettle-rash. 

Treatment in some Cases is suc- 
cessful by injection of large doses 
of protein extracts from the 
offending subjects, but best of all 
is prevention by avoiding the 
kMiown things one is allergic to. 

Frequently there is a spontane- 
ous disappearance of the sym- 
ptoms, but so far no _— specific 
medical cure has emerged.

Sir Robert Witt had a 
remarkable escape from 
death during a night raid 


on London. 

“Powas on the fifth floor of a 
house in which Lowas dining with 
two friends.” he said, “and we 
were just finishing dinner when 
the raid became noisy, We de- 
cided to go on the roof to see 
what was happening, That meant 
going up a short staircase for we 
were already near the top 
had only one floor above us, 

“This curiosity saved our lives, 
for we had just reached the flat 
roof and were standing at the 
side of it when a bomb fell. 
Nothing was left of the room in 
which we had been dining; its 
piano was found at the bottom 
of the building. 

“If we had been only a omin- 
ute later in leaving the room we 
should not be here now. None of 
us was hurt, but getting down to 
the ground proved to be rather 
a lengthy process, We had to use 
ladders and ropes and It took us 
an hour.” 

Str Robert Witt, senior partner 
in a wedl-known firm of solici- 
tors, has been responsible for the 
acquisition of many national art 
treasures.

HUSBAND 
WHO SHOT 
WIFE 


The question whether 
the estate of a wife pass- 
ed, under her will, to her 
husband or whether she 
died intestate after being 
‘shot by the husband, who 
immediately after took 
jhis own life, was decided 
iin a summons in the 
Chancery Division before 
jMr. Justice Farwell, who 
theld that there was an 


intestacy. 

The summons was taken out 
by the administrators of the will 
of Mrs. Eveline Morton Pollock, 
of Erchfont Manor, near Devizes, 
who died on June 11 last year 
; from a wound caused by a re- 
volver bullet tired by her hus- 
band, Mr. Hamilton Rivers Pol- 
lock, who afterwards took his 
own life, 

Mrs. Pollock’s estate was 
valued at over £39,000 and her 
husband's at £16,625. : 

Mr. Justice Farwell, giving 
judgment, said: “There is no evi- 
dence to show what was the state 
of Mr, Pollock's mind at the mo- 
ment his wife died. Where one 
person kills another, that person 
js not entitled to participate in 
the estate of the person who hus 
Ie murdered, 


“Although the court could come 
to the conclusion that the hus- 
‘band killed the wife, the state of | 
mind of the husband at the time 
has not been proved. I must come 
to the conclusion that it is the 
duty of the administrators to 
act oon the assumption that 
the husband jis not entitl- 
ed, in all the  circumstan- 
ces, to benefit in any way 

in the estate of his wife.”

In her concern over the short- 
age of food for household — pets. 
Mrs, Constance Hyatt, of Houns- 
low has written to the King sug- 
gesting that offal, rabbit, or horse- 
flesh might be made available. 
The letter has been forwarded to 
the Ministry of Food. 

Mrs. Hyatt laments 
then there has been an official 
intimation that no more bird- 
seed is to be imported and that, 
while we import frozen rabbits, 
home-bred ones are to be gassed. 

It is true that rabbits are being 
gassed, at the instigation of the 
Ministry of Agriculture. “Four 
rabbits eat as much as a sheep.” 
said an official “and 40 rabbits 
ag much as a dairy cow. 

“The rabbits we import are 
dead ones. The difficulty about 
providing home-bred ones is that 
of obtaining the men to Jill them.” 
A certain amount of horseflesh 
was available for dogs, but the 
demand had not been very great.”

to go to the prisoners in any case;

Seeing these advertisements, the 
Germans hive apparently decided 
that it would’ be safer to stop the 
whole series. Thousands of the 
books are held up in Switzerland. 


Mr, H. W. Ellis, sales manager 
to the publishers, said: “We learn- 
ed of the ban from the British Red ° 
Cross Society, e have a permit 
to send books to prisoners, The 
books ure made up into special 
parcels, wh.ch go first to the Bri- 
tish censors. It is a pity this has 
happened, because many of the 
books go to our men, but there is 
nothing we can do about it.

written to relatives saying 
of these books have 
been destroyed by the Germans.”

Undue Emphasis 


That understanding, if I may 
say so, was very much vitiated 
by un undue emphasis on trade 
and profit which characterised 
Angio-Chinese relationship during 
the 19th. century. But 1 believe 
the tide has now definitely turn- 
ed. It is true we cannot ignore 
trade and profit, but between 
nations as between individuals, 
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as Mencius pointed out long ago, 
there Is something much = more 
important than = mere protlt. 
There are human values of per- 
manent significance without an 
understanding Of which the de- 
tire for mere profit easily degen- 
erates into jealousy, rivalry, 
egotism and conflict. ‘The 18th 
eontury may have only a faint 
and distant appeal to many of us, 
and yet T think that period was 
one of the happiest periods in the 
relationship between China and 
Kurope in general and between 
China and Britain in particula

For the 
spirit of reverence had dis- 
appeared, and without reverence 
a true knowledge of the mind and 
heart is an impossible — thing.
